CORPORAL STANLEY WRITES 
OF bXPERIENCES AT YPRES

Police, was heavy 
lighting at Ypres last mouth, which 
esulted in the killing of so many 
Canadians and the wounding 
of mary others. We have received 
in interesting letter from him dated 
May tt. The letter is as follows; 
“Since I last wrote you things 
have moved pretty quickly. We 
wrived at Ypres on the 17th 
April, stayed two days, and were 
then shelled out We were then 
moved to Vlamertinghe, a little 
village about 2 miles from Ypres. 
On the 23rd April the Germans used 
soisonous gas, forcing the Erench to 
eave their positions, They poured 
hrough Vlamertinghe in a disore 
ganized mob, We were immediately 
called out to keep the road clear to 
the firing line for trodps and am- 
munition colums In the famous 
charge which you have read about, 
where the Canadians filled the gap, 
the 103rd) regiment from Cal- 
gary led the charge. Everyone in 
he Canadian Contingent did their | 
share. It was nerve racking. 1 
regret to say that Arthur W addy

Another burst in the street, about} 
fifty yards from the building, sever- | 
ely wounding another C.M.P,  Al- 
most in the same spot eight civilians 
were killed. The town was just a 
continual rain ot shells all the time 
we were there, and eveatually we 

had to dig holes to sleep in, Our 
duties extended, as betore stated, to 
St Jean from Vlamertinghbe, The 
Strathmore boys have undoubtedly 
been very lucky, Apart trom the 
two already mentioned, we have 
only had bumps and _ scratches. 

One horse | was riding was hit 
with shrapnel. I was in Ypres on 
the 4th inst. with one of our men, 

who had been badly knocked about 
from time to time through shell fire, 
when he completely lost his head, 
and at the present time has not yet 
recovered, We are all enjoying a 

well earned rest, awaiting reintorce-
